LATES THAT VANCE MISSION TO MOSCOW MAY BE LAST CHANCE TO

ZORZA CLAIMS THAT REALITY IS NOT AS EITHER HAWKS OR DOVES 
ON EITHER SIDE SAY IT IS: SALT IS NOT GOING TO BREAK DOWN. 

BUT, IF MOMENTUM IS NOT REGAINED, THE RESULTS ARE THE 
SAME. PROGRESS CAN TAKE PLACE ONLY IF ADMINISTRATION TAKES 
INTO ACCOUNT KREMLIN S HAWK/DOVE SITUATION, AND GETS A GOOD 
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SALT AGREEMENT WITH BREZHNEV BEFORE HE GOES.
